Heard and Seen in Washington 


US when it seemed as 
if it might take another 
month to get the Oregon 
‘Territory stamp out, the 
Post Office suddenly an- 
nounced that it would be ready for 
July 14, after all. Five first day 
cities are also officially designated, 
Astoria, Oregon, Walla Walla, 
Wash., Lewiston, Idaho, Missoula, 
Montana, and Daniel, Wyoming. 

The stamp will be horizontal, 
three-cent denomination, and printed 
in the same monotonous purple ink. 
The central design will be the map 
of the Old Oregon Territory, show- 
ing thereon the famous old Oregon 
Trail, and the points designated as 
first day cities. 





The five places of first day sale 
were chosen for historical reasons. 
It seems that Dr. Whitman estab- 
lished a permanent home near what 
is now Walla Walla, Wash. His 
partner in the famous expedition set- 
tled near what is now Lewiston, 
Idaho. Astoria, Oregon, was chosen 
because it was the western terminus 
of the Lewis and Clark expedition, 
and also because there was the site 
of the first trading post to be estab- 
lished on the Pacific Coast within 
the Oregon ‘Territory. Missoula, 
Montana, and Daniel, Wyoming, 
mark historic points on the routes 
taken by early explorers to the region 
beyond the Rockies. 

The postmasters at these five des- 
ignated first day cities will service 
the usual limited number of first day 
covers for collectors. Collectors 
sending for covers are advised that 
personal checks or other stamps will 
not be accepted by the Postmasters 
in payment for the postage on the 
first day covers, cash or money order 
remittances being requested. 

First day sale of the Arkansas 
stamp has been previously reported 
in this column, but figures for the 
June 16 cancellation at Washington 
have only just been compiled. Num- 
ber of first day covers on that date 
trom Washington was 19,406. The 
Washington city post office sold

stamps to the value of $2,256.66 and 
the Philatelic Agency sales totaled 
$8,914.95. 


The Post Office Department is 
issuing this new stamp in conjunction 
with the observance this summer of 
the Centennial Anniversary of the 
arrival of the first white families in 
the old Oregon Territory, which now 
comprises one-seventh of the total 
area of the Uuited States. They were 
the families of Reverend Henry H. 
Spalding and Dr. Marcus Whitman. 





Reverend Spalding was accompanied 
by his wife, Eliza Hart Spalding 
and Dr. Whitman by his wife, Nar- 
cissus Whitman. 

It was the heroic pioneering efforts 
and outstanding missionary work of 
these two families that brought about 
that great influx of immigration to 
this vast area, which, one hundred 
years later, remains the nation’s great- 
est asset in undeveloped resources. 

Dr. Whitman established a_per- 
manent home near what is now

von Mueller, director, at a cost of $17,000.

‘True, col- 
lectors demanded that these stamps 
be placed on sale and are, themselves, 
to blame, but establishment of this 
precedent has not helped to improve 
the philatelic standing of United 
States stamps. How can we con- 
demn Italy, Spain, Paraguay, Russia 
and many others when we have a sit 
uation similar to that which has re 
sulted from lack of principle in the 
countries noted above?

In the ‘Sunday Star,” Washing- 
ton, D. C., Mav 24th, several para- 
graphs in Mr. Fawcett's column bear 
repetition as they are of great inter- 
est. He makes the statement that 
the Post Office Department has 
brought out a new edition of the 
10c map airmail stamps in a distinct- 
ive novel shade of blue. Upon exam- 
ination of a copy of this item sent 
to me by my Washington agent, I 
would consider it to be of minor im- 
portance. I recall some of the early 
shades of this stamp when it was first 
issued in 1926 as being fully as pale 
as this so-called new shade. 


The official sales at the TIPEX 
by the Philatelic Agency Branch 
amounted to $229,574.99. 1,121,056 
panes of the special souvenir sheet, 
of course, accounted for two-thirds 
of this sum. I believe that the total 
issue of the sheets will approximate 
3,000,000 as they are still being 
printed in Washington to fill orders 
which have been pouring in at the 
agency. This amount will be readily 
absorbed by the collecting public but 
will not command a heavy premium 
unless the Scott Company provides 
spaces for the individual stamps in 
imperforate condition as well as the 
complete sheet. Many of us feel that 
the proper policy would be to provide 
these spaces as it will be in line with 
previous additions to the National 
album. I am not in a position as yet 
to say exactly what will transpire. 
The fact remains, however, that 
these stamps are much more attract-

The Philatelic Society of 


Pittsburgh Celebrates 
a 


On June 15th the Philatelic So- 
ciety of Pittsburgh celebrated its 48th 
birthday with a dinner and special 
meeting. Fifty-four members and 
guests attended the dinner, and more 
than a hundred collectors were pres- 
ent at the meeting which followed. 

‘The speaker of the evening was 
Mr. Adam E. Daum, one of the or- 
ganizers of the Society, on June 21, 
1888. Mr. Daum was Secretary in 
1889 and in 1900, President of the 
organization, which was until 1914, 
known as the Twin City Philatelic 
Society. (Pittsburgh and Allegheny 
were consolidated into a single mu- 
nicipality in 1908). Subsequently, 
nine past presidents of the Society 
“arose and took a bow.” 

The Collectors Club 
was represented by W. T. Poppen- 
ger, Dr. ‘Tubman, Mr. Reed, and 
Mr. Sudgis, and the Fort Pitt Stamp 
Club of Pittsburgh, attended in a 
body. 

Five minute talks were given by

ber imprints); T. L. Bieber,

A capacity load of philatelic mail 
and first covers to be carried in the 
Texas Sky Ranger which Monty C. 
Mason and Clyde E. Pangborn will 
pilot from Dallas to Paris on a Texas 
Centennial Exposition — sponsored 
flight, was foreseen by officials and 
backers of the flight this week.

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
CHAPTER XXI 


Financing Religion With Stamps 
By Harry M. Savacool 
(Continued from last week) 


In cases such as those described above, where a 
surtax is added to the face value of the stamp, there 
is no financial loss to the government. The Post Office 
Department merely acts as the agent selling the 
stamps and turning the surtax over to the cause 
being aided. The Spanish government in 1928 went 
farther than this when it issued the Catacombs Restor- 
ation Issue. “This beautiful set of stamps duplicated 
the values of the regular issues and from December 
23, 1928, to January 6, 1929, were sold for all postal 
purposes in Spain. The whole proceeds for the two 
weeks were turned over for the Catacombs Restora- 
tion. This simply amounted to a donation of two 
weeks postal receipts to this religious project. Very 
likely far more was realized by the sale of these 
stamps in mint condition to collectors. ‘This issue is 
the more unusual when we note that these catacombs 
which were to be restored were not even in Spain 
but in Rome. It is unusual, to say the least, for a 
government to donate funds for a religious project on 
foreign soil. As is generally known, these catacombs 
are underground chambers used for burial places. 
These crypts were used by the early Christians in the 
days of persecutions as secret places of worship. They 
are galleries about five feet wide and eight feet high 
with branches leading in every possible direction. 
Often there are several tiers of the galleries one 
above another. After the time of Constantine they 
gradually ceased to be used. Their existence was 
practically forgotten until the 17th century when 
Father Bosio published an account of his explorations 
in the catacombs. Interest in them has continually in- 


creased and these stamps were issued to help in re. 
storing the catacombs of St. Demase and St. Prag. 
textatus. 

Another method of using postage stamps for money 

raising purposes has roused the anger of collectors 
everywhere. This method is to issue a set of stamps 
making them valid for postage for only a few days 
and then turning the balance over to those in charge 
of raising money for the cause, whatever it may be, 
The government stands to lose nothing by this meth- 
od and it gives those controlling the remainder of the 
stamps a chance to charge high prices for them since 
they have practically a monopoly. Sad to relate, one 
of the most beautiful sets of Religious Stamps, Italy's 
Propaganda of the Faith Issue of 1923, is said to have 
been handled in this manner. Collectors have become 
thoroughly aroused over these speculative issues and 
are bringing pressure to bear to prevent them. That 
their efforts are bearing fruit is shown by the case of 
the Virgin of Los Angeles issue of Costa Rica in 
1935. ‘This was to have been handled in this ob- 
jectionable manner but the protests of Costa Rican 
Philatelists led to these stamps being granted unlim- 
ited postal validity. Every Religious Collector should 
join in the effort to suppress doubtful issues. We cer- 
tainly do not want Religious Collecting to be victim- 
ized in this manner. 

It is doubtful if stamps should be issued to raise 
money for religious purposes. Certainly it cannot 
be done except in countries where the vast majority 
of the population is of one faith. Even then to pro- 
tect minority groups the issues should be of the volun- 
tary surtax type. This, however, should not prevent 
any country from issuing regular commemorative 
postage stamps in honor of religious anniversaries and 
occasions. In countries where there are many creeds 
it can be done if it is clearly understood that there 
will be no favoritism shown and if Christians will 
practice some of the love and tolerance which all 
admit to be the true Christian spirit.
